We were told that steps would be 
taken to eliminate as near as pos- 
sible any crowding and jamming at 
the student gates during later foot- 
ball games.

The problem of obtaining better | 
seats for the students is purely a I 
financial one as pointed out by Dr. I 
Donovan. The Athletic Association 
is an incorporated body and is a 
separate organization from the Uni- 
versity. Its officers are members of 1 
the staff of the University and its \ 
president is Dr. Donovan. The Asso- 
ciation finances the athletic pro- j 
gram at the University including 
football, basketball and minor sports. 

Dr. Donovan showed the commit- 
tee a copy of the current budget of 
the Association. For this year the 
estimated expenditures were about 

Athletic Director Shivelv said recently that it would P^N* Tca i££i^^ 

football, athletic scholarships, air , 
travel for the teams, scouting ex- 
penses, annual payments on part of 
MM costs of the stadium and the 
new field house, and many other 
items too numerous to mention. 

The Association's major source of 
revenue is gate receipts though some 
money is obtained from the state. 
No part of the students registration 
fees is paid to the Association for 
tlM student ticket book.

A survey of three southern con- 
ferences show that Kentucky stu- 
dents have better seats than many 
schools and as good as any. The 
question is whether the student is to 
have the best seats or Kentucky is 
to remain in bigtime football. 

Dr. Donovan was interested in any 
changes the students might make 
within the present seating zone. A 
plan was offered whereby the stu- 
dents each week before a home 
game trade their ticket for a re- 
served seat ticket and eliminate the 
two hour wait before game time. 

Another plan of seating by senior- 
ity was offered, seniors first, then 
juniors and so on. Dr. Donovan 
indicated that one of the above i 
plans or others could be adopted if 
the members so desired. 

At a recent interview with Mr. 
Bernie Shively. the Athletic Direc- 
tor, I was informed that the pres- 
ent seating arrangements at the 
basketball games will be abandoned 
when the new fieldhouse is com- 
pleted and all students will be able 
to see all of the home games. 
I hope this will answer some of 



the students" questions for you.

Applicants must be graduates, or 
members of the senior class, and 
between the ages of 21 and 27 at the 
time of appointment. They must 
be physically fit. U.S citizens, single, 
and with no dependents under 18 
years of age. Aye waivers may be 
granted in certain cases to women 
who served in world War II. 

After initial competitive screen- 
ing, applicants will be given ap- 
pointments as second lieutenants in 
the Organized Reserve Corps, and 
ordered on e\tended acti\e summe- 
to attend a basic course at 
Lee. Va. They will receive 



pay and allowances of their grade 
while on this duty. 

Upon satisfactory completion of 
the Camp Lee course, candidal i 
will apply for Regular Army com- 
missions and appointments will be 
given those fully qualified. Those 
not meeting Regular Army require- 
ments may be selected for remaining 
on extended duty, or they may seek 
relief from further duty.

I General George Washington once 
spoke about the appointment of of- 
tk en in the Regular Army in this 

., vav - When it is known how much 

the ronduct and bravery of an offi- 
ear influence the men. how much a 
commanding officer is answerable 
for the behavior of the inferior of- 
ficer, and how much his good or ill 
succe.-s in time of action depends 
upon the conduct of each particular 

officer doe- it not appear then that 

the appointing of officers is a thing 
that - hould require the greatest cir- 
cumspection?" 

The Officer Personnel Act of 1947 
provide, for regular army promotion 
bv felccliun and thereby affords an 
opportunity to ambitious and cap- 
able individuals to work their way 
unward more rapidly than would be 
the ca.c if promotion were attained 
onlv in order of initial standing by- 
length of service. The school sys- 
tem of the Army has been vastly 
increased to improve the profes- 
sional knowledge of officers. The 
recently established pay increases 
now provide remuneration equal to. 
and in a great many cases, in excess 
of salaries currently being offered 
college graduates by civilian busi- 
nesses and industries. And as al- 
wavs. the Armv still stands head 
and shoulders above private enter- 
prise in its benefits for retirement 
or separation for physical disability. 
Offers Security 
In the Army a man not only has 
security of career, but has security 
during his declining years. After 
thirtv years of commissioned service, 
the Regular Army officer can retire 
at three-quarters pay in the highest 
grade held, and the emoluments re- 
ceived are based upon the amount 
of active service performed. 

The United States' position as a 
world leader in the struggle for 
peace and freedom requires that we 
be physically strong if we are to 
discharge the responsibilities which 
that leadership entails. It is evi- 
dent in the history of war that na- 
tional weakness threatens both free- 
dom and peace by encouraging ag- 
gression.

Jim Line

Jim Line, who does everything but 
cut brend and play tennis with his 
left hand, started off the Kentucky 
Wildcat basketball season with a 
30-foot shot that swished the nets 
for the first Kentucky points of the 
season, and the first of his 37 against 
Indiana Central. 

The old lefthander, on his way 
to break Alex Groza's team mark of 
38 set last year, charged down the 
floor on a fast break play. It was 
two on one. the defensive man 
Maying close to Captain Barnstable 
expecting Line to pass off: but Line 
dribbled up to the foul circle, started 
to shoot: then thought better of it 
went m for a crip shot: the defen- 
sive man moved over to Line, and 
in a frantic attempt to get off the 
record breaking shot. Line charged 
int-j him. committing his fifth per- 
sonal foul of the game. Nine minute? 
and 15 seconds remained when he 
was ejected from the game, ample 
time for even a blind man on a 
crutch to score. 

Hit XI', of Shots 

In a way. although he fell short 
of the record. Line's feat was more 
spectacular than Alexander the 
Great - Line scored at almost every 
opportunity, hitting: over 81 percent 
of his field goal attempts and 85 
percent of his free throws, besides 
passing off to his teammates when 
there was equal opportunity to score. 

Big Al shot almost every time he 
could see the hoop, hitting 43 per- 
cent of his shots, 67 percent of his 
foul shots. Also Groza had scored 
33 points with nine minutes left, 
leaving the ball game with five fouls 
and his record total of points with 
six minutes and 45 seconds remain- 
ing. 

Not trying to take anything away 
from possibly the best player in bas- 
ketball shoes today, its just that 
Jim Line turned in a real hangup 
job. one that drew the biggest ova- 
tion Alumni Gym has heard since 
Wah Wah Jones took off a Ken- 
tucky warmup jacket, and one that 
deserved every bit of it. 

Line was an Ohio All-State player 
at Akron North high school for two 
years He set a tourney record when 
he dumped in 32 points— his pre- 
vious single game high total — the 
game befoae Alex Groza's Martins 
Ferry team knocked Akron North 
out of the State Tournament. He 
also established a school season 
record of 380 points his 
year in 20 games. 

Enrolled At Ohio I'. 
Line almost enrolled in Ohio Uni- 
versity, and was proffered a scholar- 
ship to Ohio State on graduating in 
the spring of '44. but Carl Staker. 
former Wildcat star and employee 
at the Goodyear Co. in Akron, con- 
vinced him to play his college ball 



; m&et Ccach Ad )lp'.i R-.ipp at Ken- 
tucky. 

He served 23 months in the Army 
Tank Corps as a radio operator, and 
following his discharge reported in 
Lexington when school opened in 
the fall of '46. He made the sixth 
highest score ever recorded on the 
University's entrance examination 
and since then, has set an excellent 
-cholastic record in no snap course, 
mechanical engineering. Three times 
he has racked up a 30 standing, 
and has an overall standing of 2.8 

No man to keep a book in his 
right hand and a basketball in his 
left. Line was asked to join the 
'ending men's honorary fraternity 
last year, being initiated into ODK . 
whose requirements include numer- 
ous campus activities as well as high 
scholastic marks. He is also a mem- 
ber of Tau Beta Pi— engineering 
equivalent of Phi Beta Kappa. 

Plaving for the Wildcats wasn't 
all peaches and cream for the fresh- 
man lad who had stood Ohioians on 
their ears with his amazing shooting 
accuracy. Also returning in the fall 
of '46 were All Americans Alex Gro- 
za. Ralph Beard. Bob Brannum. Jim 
Jordan. Jack Parkinson. Wah Jones, 
and All-Conference players Kennv 
Rollins, Joe Holland. Jack Tingle, 
and Dutch Campbell. Press clippings 
were just waste paper to these guys. 

Great Against I'tah 

However Line did get into every 
game and hit the hoop on 42 per- 
cent of his shots. In the finals of 
the National Invitational Tourna- 
ment in New York, when the chips 
were down. Kentucky trailing Utah 
in the second half, it was Freshman 
Jim Line that Coach Adolph Rupp 
called off the bench to spark the 
Wildcats. He did too He balanced 
the ball next to his left ear and shot 
five straight time for ten quick 
points that put the Wildcats right 
back in the fight, but he fouled 
out in the waning minutes, and 
without him, the Cats went down 
in one of the beggest upsets of the 
year. 

Last season his left arm dangled 
uselessly off the bench almost all 
year, until again, when the Wildcats 
couldn't seem to get going, in the 
crucial NCAA tourney. Coach Rupp 
waved him into the fray. He came 
through in championship style, left- 
handing in 21 points against a tough 
Villanova team and the next night 
cashing in 15 times against the big 
noise from the Western Conference. 
Illinois. 

This is his last season. Kentuc- 
kians have been waiting three years 
to see him show his stuff. Last Sat- 
urday night they saw it when Jim 
Line, with a wave of his left arm. 
accepted nominations for All-Amer- 
ica honors from 2850 students in 
Alumni Gymnasium.

This tilt will be the first major test 
for the Wildcats following games 
with Indiana Central and Western 
Ontario and the eyes of the basket- 
ball world will undoubtedly be focus- 
ed on the Garden that night to see 
just what the Cats have this season. 

St. John's will field a veteran team 
to face the Cats in their engage- 
ment Dick McGuire has graduated 
but the remainder of the Redman 
team is still around 

The Cats stopped the Redmen last 
year 57-30 for one of the Brooklyn 
club's nine defeats — the Redmen 
wining 16 games last season. 

Captain and second highest scor- 
er last season for the club, Gerald 
Calabrese. will be the boy who will 
probably give Kentucky the most 



trouble. This year will be his fourth 
season on the club as it will for Joe 
Barreras, John Dalton, and Ed Red- 
ding.

The Redmen flashed an example

Big Bob Gain is definitely an All- 
American tackle. He has been named 
on a pair of big newspaper polls 
during the past two weeks for first- 
team honors. 

The Chicago Tribune conducted a 
poll of 2.193 collegiate football play- 
ers throughout the nation and Gain 
was nominated for the top team. 

Then last week. The New York 
Sun selected Gain on its first-team 
All-America eleven, after stating 
that "with few exceptions, the can- 
didates selected are 'iron men." 
capable of playing sixty minutes. 
Equally adept on offense or defense, 
these durable operatives have the 
stamina to go the route." This prob- 
ably explains why Gain was nomi- 
nated over such other well-known 
tackles as Wade Walker of Okla- 
homa: Al Wistert of Michigan: and 
Jim Martin, of Notre Dame. 

The New York Sun explains Gain's 
selection as follows: "For sheer ani- 
mal strength it would bp hard to 
match Gain, a former steel worker 
from the blast furnaces of Weirton. 
W. Va. In Kentucky's goal line 
stands against Tennessee. Gain was 
as unbendablr as a steel girdrr. Bob 
developed his muscles in the rolling 
mills anrt used them effectively on 
the gridiron."
